RHPORT 
OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education of the town of Lempster for 
the closing municipal year, in compliance with established 
usage, respectfully render the subjoined report of the con- 
dition of their part of the public service : 


SCHOOL NUMBER 1. 

The summer term of 8 weeks was in charge of 
Miss Jennie L. Parker. The school was small, numbering 
11 scholars, and it is not an advanced one; but the pu- 
pils made good progress in their studies... Good order 
prevailed through the term. but two tardy marks on the 
register, which speaks well for the teacher, parents and 
scholars. 

The fall term, taught by Misa Addie C. Currier, was 
a union of Nos. 1 and 8, which made a school of 41 schol- 
ars. By this union, and by the interest thereby’created 
on the part of teachers, scholars and parents, it was made 
one of the best terms we have had during the school year. 
One marked feature of the school was the good feeling 
that was manifested between teacher and scholars. Let 
us all work for more such schools in our town. 


+ SCHOOL NUMBER 2. 

The first term of 8 weeks with 7 pupils was taught by 
‘Miss May F. Muzzey of Washington. Miss M. is a fine 
scholar, an experienced teacher, and good progress was 
made.during the term.

Fall term of 10 weeks was taught by Mr. Joseph A. 
Cutts of Newport. This was his first attempt at teach- 
ing. He won the good-will of his pupils, maintained 
good order, and a pleasant and profitable term was the 
roe of his efforts.

SCHOOL, NUMBER: 5. | | 
Summer term of 8 weeks and winter term of 9 weeks 
were taught by Miss Hester S. Porter. Her school ap- 
peared remarkably ‘well when visited, and have heard 
nothing but commendation and praise from all its patrons.’ 


SGHOOL! NUMBER 6. | 

Summer term of 8 weeks was. taught by Miss Fiora 

B. Baker. The school is,small but Miss B. made good 

use of the time, and the school appeared very creditably. 

Fall term of 9 weeks taught by Miss Lillian M. Mad- 

docks. This was her first attempt at teaching, but it was 
a very pleasant school. 


SCHOOL: NUMBER 7. 


Summer term of 8 weeks was taught by MissF. 
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Youngman. Her work was done very quietly and appar- 
ently satisfactory. 

Winter term of 9w eeks taught by Miss Addie C, Cur- 
rier. ‘Her schools need no commendation from us. 


SCHOOL NUMBER 8. 


This school was taught in the summer by Miss Addie 
C. Currier and was a term of 8 weeks. ‘Good order pre- 
vailed. No tardy mark on: the register. The deport- 
ment good, and on the whole we can truly say it was a 
term profitable to the scholars, satisfactory to the patrons, 
and a credit to the town. 

Winter term taught by Joseph A. Cutts. This is not 
the most desirable school:for any:teacher, but when the 
patrons will honestly sustain them by showing an active 
interest in the government and education of the, children 
in this school, then. and not till then will failures cease 
and they receive. an equivalent for’ the expenditure of 
their money. .- Wiis 3 


SCHOOL NUMBER og. 

Summer term taught by Ada Blanchard, of 8 weeks 
and 7 scholars. 

Fall term of 8 w eeks taught by Miss May E. Perley 
was a decided success. Scholars from all parts of the 
town were allowed to attend, and 31 availed themselves 
of the privilege. Miss P. is thorough, systematic, and 
has that push so much lacking in many teachers. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Board find pleasure in reporting a decided im- 
provement in many respects, though the general, actual 
standard yet falls far below the ideal standard which the 
Board have held before their minds. 

We cannot refrain from expressing a deep conviction 
that the influence of.the fall schools are being felt more 
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and more for good among the teachers as well as schol- 
ars of the town. Our educational system must drag un- 
less we make united and persistent effort to work up, and 
such working up cannot be achieved without a generous 
spirit of self ‘sacrificing for the common good. 

Our school register is a record not only of good 
teaching but also of the interest or indifference of the 
parents. In two registers only three names of residents 
in the district are recorded as having visited the school. 
Teachers will not shrink from any responsibility which is 
properly theirs, but parents should not forget that our 
schools contain their children, atid we do not conceive 
that they have any right to withhold from them their 
active oversight and encouragement in educational as 
well as other matters. 

The common school is our most precious and vital 
interest. We cannot think that the good citizens of 
Lempster will cease in any measure to provide largely 
and wisely for the common school instruction of our 
children and youth. We look upon our progress in com- 
mon school work in the past as prophetic of good things 
to come. 

In the foregoing report we have not bestowed, per- 
haps, all the praise due in some cases, in others we know 
that we have not censured where a truthful account might 
seem to require, for under the present state of things it 
is prétty much a thankless task to hire, to teach, or have 
the supervision of schools.
